~~ FROM BOLSHEVIK 


Poles Have Taken Offensive and Are 
No Longer Forced to Fight 
Defensive Battle 


—- 


Paris, August 18.—Warsaw now 
seems to be saved from the Bolshevik. 
President Pilsudski’s armies no long- 
er are obliged to fight a defénsive 
battle and the offensive on both wings 
have reached the first objectives and 
the Poles appear to be pausing beforo 
attempting to develop their success. 

The offensive on the left wing is 
being personally led by “the French 
generals, Henfy and Billotte, and al- 
ready has yielded tmportant results. 
It has once more put the Poles in pos- 
session of the key to Warsaw .defen- 


ses—the fork between the Narew and 
Bug rivers—while, the forces advanc- 
ing toward Mlawa which have reached 
Tsichanoff, 12 miles to the south of 
Mlawa, will force the Bolsevik 
marching, toward Plock and Thorn to 
beat a hasty retreat and consequently 
re-open the road-line to Danzig. 

But the manoeuver on the right 
wing, along the line of Garvolin and 
Paratchoff, between the Vistula and 
the Bug, is the more interesting of the 
two from the strategic viewpoint, be- 
cause it threatens the communica- 
tions of the main Bolshevik forces. 
Swelled by troops freed by shortening. 
the front in the Brody region, the’ 
movement already has gained head- 
way and driven the Bolshevik back 
all along the line toward Brest-Lit- 
ovsk for instances varying from 25 to 
50 miles. 


TROTZKY SPEAKS OF TWO 
CENTERS TO POLISH FRONT 


Moscow, Aug. 18.—Soviet Russia’s 
position on both the Polish and South 
Russian fronts was pronounced “gen- 
erally’ satisfactory" by Leon Trotzky, 
Bolshevik war minister, in an address 
here today. The speech was delty. 
ered at a meeting of the Moscow 
Soviet. 

Discussing the military situation, 
Trotzky declared that on the front 
against White Poland, our red troops 
have fulfilled the fundamental part of 
their task. The holding up of-our ad- 
vanced troops before Warsaw in no 
way alters the state of affairs, all the 
more as the Polish front is now divided 
into two parts—military and diplomatic 
—and possesses two centers—one in 
Warsaw and the other in Minsk. 

“The peace negotiations at Minsk 
are of exceptional importance” con- 
tinned the war minister, “because 
they are developing on the unstable 
foundation of a stormy movement 
among the workers. Great Britain 
also is passing through an unheard-of 
display of excitement among her work- 
ers in connection with the peace nego- 
tiations between Russia and Poland. 

“On General Wrangel’s front,’ he 
added, “we are opening the gates wide 
to our enemies, but we shall assault 
them in the flank and rear. The fate 
of the revolution will be decided on 
the Polish front. This is why w 
have concentrated our forces in the 
west and are only leaving posts on the 
southern front to hold up Wrangel’ 
advance.” ‘

In a thrilliig speech, which was 
Penctuated at frequent inte: vals, Lord 
Burnham, the caairman uf the Imper- 


quet tendered the visitors at the Pal- 
liser hotel, Calgary, Thursday even- 
ing, dealt with the ideals of Britisn 
freedom, which he said none but the 
anarchist or the madman wished to 
eliminate or destroy. 
=| ‘The Britsh empire is goo’ enough 

for us,” he remarked. He could not 
believe that its freedom could be 
much-greater, and although here and 
there there may be some malcontents 
who probably wanted to gain some 
little notoriety by some singularly 
objectionable utterance, the 
empire stood, as it has always stood, 
for the freedom of the world, and 
they believed in their hearts that it 
would be a bad day when the British 
empire ceased to be the predominant 
power of the world’s affairs. 

The banquet was in every 
an outstanding and unqualified  suc- 
cess. In the first place, it was one 
of the largest attended and represen- 
tative gatherings that has ever taken 
place in Calgary, and will undoubted- 
ly be long remembered by the visiting 
Imperial pressmen. 

OUTSTANDING FEATURE 

One of the outstanding features 
was the fact that there was no plati- 
tudes on the part of those who spoke 
in welcoming the visitors. Rather 
|was there some very straight talk, 
which the Imperial press delegates, 
i doubtless, much preferred hearing. 
| Notably was this the case when R. 
:B. Bennett, K.C., pointed to a ‘number 
\of instances where the pressmen 
might help to further consolidate the 
bonds of the empire. His oration, 
together with that of Lord Burnham, 
were masterpieces of rhetoric and 
were applauded to the echo. 


COMPLETE .RECIPROCITY. 


Lord Burnham in continuing his ad- 
dress remarked that Mr. Bennett had 
said that in some cases Great Britain 
was not doing by Canada as fairly as 
Canada was doing to Great Britain. 
“One of the advantages of this tour,” 

isaid-his lordship, “is to convince us 
‘one and all that to maintain the 
'strength and sympathy of our unity 
there must be complete reciprocity of 
benefaction, and you can rely upon it 
that there will be none who will be 
more willing to stand for fair treat- 
| ment of this great Dominion than the 
, writers of the British press assembled 
in this hall.” 

In a lighter vein his lordship re- 
ferred to his being created a chief of 
the Blackfoot Indians earlier on in the 
day. “I wish here and now to thank 
the parliament of Canada for having 
passed a resolution forbidding titles 
to be conferred, but they might have 
included the title of Indian Chief,” 
he added, amid laughter. “I feel also 
if the time comes when the house of 
parliament to which I belong § disap- 
pears into the limbo of forgotten 
things that I may still have that dis- 
tinction which no act of parliament 
can take away.” 

SIGNIFICANT AND SOLEMN 

Speaking more seriously, his lord- 
ship said that to his mind there was 
not only something significant, but 
something most solemn in the cere- 
monial to which he had referred. The 
Indians appeared themselves to in- 
vest that dignity into which existed 
two centuries ago, and which he was 
glad to think had been preserved in 
the character of the Indians today, 
because it spoke so much for their

TRIBUTE TO THE LADIES 


In proposing the toast to the ladies, 
T. M. Tweedie, M.P.P., said that it 
seemed like a travesty to ask him to 
take that particular part in the pro- 
gramme of the evening, and that he 
was painfully conscious of not only 
the honor that had been done him, 
but also of the responsibility which 
devolved upon him. He felt that the 
whole press tour across Canada would 
have been a failure without the lay 
members of the Imperial press party. 
Speaking generally, the world today 
without the women, who all through 
the war had done quite as much to- 
ward the maintenance and protection 
of the Empire as the men, through 
their indefatigable service in all fines 
of war activity, would not be so well 
governed, so advanced in all that 
tends toward the betterment of the 
race. 

“When the history of the recent 
great struggle comes to he written.” 
concluded Mr. Tweedie, “the achieve- 
ments of women during that. trying 
period will accupy as many yvages as 
those devoted to the recording of 
man’s heroism.” 

LADY NEWNES' APPRECIATION. 

Lady Newnes. replying on behalf 
of the visiting ladies, began by say- 
ing that she wanted. first of all. to 
thank Mr. Tweedie for the charming 
things heehad sald about the lady 
members of the party making the 
Canatian tour of the representatives 
of the Imperial press a success. She 
however, was of the opinion that the 
real success of the wonderful trip 
they were taking lay in the very care- 
ful arrangements that had been mado 
everywhere for their entertainment 
and comfort. 

A GREAT PLEASURE 
“T have always keen told that I 
should find the Canadians charming.” 
continued Lady Newnes, “and meet- 
ing with you has been even a greater 


‘pleasure than I had anticipated. The 


women of Canada are born hostesses. 
They have opened their homes to us 
and taken us in with the most delight- 
ful hospitality, absolutely devoid of 
stiffness or formality. They have made 
us feel from the start the real bond 
of British relationship, and [f am 
afraid they have also made us feel that 
it will be very hard to say good-bye 
to them when we must. On behaJf of 
the other lady members of our party, 
for whom the people of Calearv have 
made such a pleasant day, I wish our 


ceded Lord Burnham in proposing the; brothers and sisters of the prairies 
"toast of “Our Guests,” remarked that 


while he appreciated the pleasure of 
proposing the toast, he did so with 
some measure of diffidence. “We 
recognize in the press,” he said, “one 
of the greatest factors in the world’s 
civilization. If we were only concern- 
ed in extending a welcome to our 
friends from overseas, it would be a 
simple matter, but he conceived it a 
larger duty to endeavor in some way 
to interpret the genius of Canadian 
civilization and how it reflected the 
spirit of the people. 

The speaker referred to the early 
days of the Dominion, and to the 
time when the old voyageurs’ in 
travelling west left Winnipeg behind 
them as the last marks of civiliza- 
tion. Those early pioneers were men 
of great vision who had laid founda- 
tions which he trusted and believed 
were of perpetuity as far as British 
institutions being maintained were 
concerned. 


ACHIEVEMENTS ACCOMPLISHED 


The speaker reminded his hearers 
that the two western provinces were 
Lut 15 years old, and he asked them 
‘to reflect upon the achievements that 
had been accomplished. The first 
essential had been the provision made 
for education. Go to any community 
they may in those two provinces and 
they found that the most imposing 
building was a school house. 

In the second place provision had 
been made for the health and happi- 
ness of the people; in the third place 
for hospitals. and in the last place in 
the care of the mothers of the nation. 
He believed that 
in all their institutions they would 
find reflected the hopes and aspirations 
of the people. When they realized 
how great were their problems, how 
great their difficulties, they would 
catch a glimpse of what the early 
pioneers did for civilization, he said. 


PREDOMINANT NOTE 


Incidentally Mr. Bennett referred 
to the difficulty the people to the 
south of the line had in understand- 
ing the British monarchial system, 
greater 
freedom than of any country in the 
worl’, For good or ill, such was the 
predominant note of their civilization. 

Referring to various problems that 
confronted the peonle. Mr. Bennett 
stated they were not despairing, how- 
ever: they were not even discouraged. 
and would stick to the sentiment of 
those who hed said, “We found this 
eountry British, and British we will 
leave it.” 

FNTITLED TO CONSIDERATION 


“Canada. after all,” continued Mr. 
Bennett, “is entitled ta same consid- 
eration. We have blazed a trail 
where there was no pathway. Do you 
replize this? Whatever else may he 
said abont us we at least have the 
prond distinction of showing to the 
werld haw a nation mav be born with- 
out separatine the links that bind us 
to the motherland.” 


What thev wanted, continued the 
sneaker, in referring to closer 1ela- 
tionship with the old country, was

ain: that Britain invested her surplus 
capital here. They believed that 
there was more safety for investments 
in their land under the old flag.

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RAILWAY PROBLEMS 


Judging from reports which reach 
us from the United States, says Cana- 
dian Finance, Canada is got the only 
country which has a railway problem. 
Our neighbors are'at their wits end 


‘to know how to effectively deal with 


their transportation problems. With 
much of their rolling stock practical-- 
ly worn out and the serious state of 
unrest whi exists among railroad 


employees, ue general situation is 
chaotic. This is cold comfort for 
Canadians, but it helps a lttle to 


know that we are not alone 
troubles. 

Once in a while a venturesome 
journalist, in these days when “public 
ownership” is almost a craze, hazards 
the opinion that the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad is a very well managed or- 
ganization which gives good service 
efficiently and economically. Such a 
declaration of faith sometimes brings 
down upon the head of the author a 
bitter onslaught from some public 
Ownership advocate. It is therefore 
encouraging to note that the Hon. J. 
D. Reid, Minister of Railways in the 
Dominion Cabinet, publicly admits 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
with its 20,000 miles of track, 250,000 
tons of ocean shipping, and its chain 
of great hotels, is a sample par excel- 
lence of a well conducted company. 
“We are not rivals of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in anything but a 
friendly sense,” he said, “but my view 
is that there is room for two great 
railways in Canada, and that it is bet- 
ter for the people and for thé ‘lavelop- 
ment of Canada that there should be 
two competing systems.” 

Mr. Reid’s attitude appeals to us 
as being the proper one. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway is recognized as 
an institution which looks upon. ser- 
vice as the preliminary to business, 
and we trust Mr. Reid will be able to 
carry out his avowed intention of 
making the Canadian National Sys- 
tem the equal in service and efficiency 
of its great sister railway system.

PLEASES THE HUN. 

Count von Bernstorff, who prior to 
the entry of the United States into 
the war was German, ambassador at 
Washington, and whose part in the 
plans for the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and in the plots to  embroil 
Mexico in a Teuton-inspired combat 
with the neishboring Republic are 
history, has written a book. He calls 
it “Three Year. in America.” It is 
significant that in this book Von Bern- 
storff takes occasion to give a_ testi- 
monial of appreciation to the notoriovs 
William Randolph Hearst and his 
traitorous publications. 

Von Bernstorff's tribute to the 
Ananias of American journalism was 
not needed, says the Toronto Globe, 
to confirm the estimate placed upon 
him by all right-thinking and patriotic 
citizens of the United States. But it 
igs an important corroboration of the 
treachery of the creature. Von Bern- 
storff speaks cordially of “the con- 
sistently friendly attitude of the 
papers of the Hearst syndicate’—a 
friendliness which, the writer says, 
was added to by the exclusion of all 
Hearst publications from circulation 
in Canada.

There is a very draggy market in 
Calgary during the week, and while 
the good beef stuff has not dropped 
seriously, there is a weaker tone, and 
on the stocker and feeder classes the 
markets are away down. Choice steers 
$9.00 to $9.75; good butchers $8.50 to 
$9.00; medium and common very slow 
sellers, and feeders getting good 
steers at from $7.50 to $8.50.

The 
life, death and personality of Jesus is 
seen to be the highest and best ex- 
pression of the Christ spirit. He has 
‘ecome to the ages what He was to 
the first disciples—"Life’s ideal,” 
‘The fairest among ten thousand, the 
one altogether lovely.” Christianity 
has ever been a religion in which 
Jesus and Jesus only has been the 
object of our faith. 


The creeds of the church have been 


built upon this foundation, and we 
have emphasized the necessity of 
having right ideas concerning Him 


as the very essentials of the Chris- 
tian life. 


In our insistence upon this form of 
the Gospel we have tended to over- 
look or to obscure other aspects of 
Christianity which are quite as’ scrip. 
tural, and under present conditions 
may have an even more vital sigmifi- 
cance, ‘ 


Our religious life is mediated today 
not sO much through meditation as 
through action. The attitude of our 
minds is critical rather than receptive. 
We accept less readily the forms of 
truth which come to uS by tradition, 
from the lips of priests. We are 
Nnore inclined to listen to the voice of 
prophets who present the truth in new 
forms ‘and accept as binding upon us 
the truths that are verified by reason 
and tested by experience. 

Many pious souls regard this chang- 
ed attitude in the temper of our age 
with grave distrust and are appalled 
with what appears to them a growing 
spirit of indifference and unbelief. 
It is not to be wondered at that those 
who’find the golden age of Christian- 
ity in the first centuries should be 
seriously disturbed by the processes 
that are at work in the world today. 
But we need not despair. Christianity 
itself is passing through the stages of 
progress through which the mind of 
Jesus Himself passed. 

In His age, the Golden period of 
[srael’s history was in the past and 
the atmosphere of simple piety which 
syrrounded the life of Jesus could not 
fail to impress His sensitive nature 
with a deep and sacred reverence for 
the Law and the Prophets. His par- 
ents were devout worshippers at the 
Temple, and He, Himself, was regular 
in his attendance at the services of 
the Synagogee. 

His attitude toward the religious 
people and institutions was marked 
however by a spirit of independence. 
He realized that “the letter  killeth 
an:l the spirit giveth life’ and grasped 
the truth that was permanent and uni- 
versal in all that had been handed 
‘own as the common inheritance of 
Israel. Pondering upon the great 
messengers and messages of the past, 
He re-uttered the truth, not echoing 
the past but voicing anew the living 
truth of God with authority. He 
realized that His relationship to God 
was personal, immediate and_ real. 
His was not the authority of exter- 
nal form but the power of the spirit 
of God. 

So here, in His relationship with the 
Disciples, He adopts the same __prin- 
ciple and sends forth His disciples in 
the same manner in which He Him- 
self was commissioned. The life that 
was in Him was to be in them also. 
They were to share in the Christhood 
of the Nazarene, to be impelled by the 
self-same spirit of faith in God. 

As a modern preacher puts It, “The 
faith of Jesus‘ was a_ whole-hearted 
allegiance to a self giving impulse -at 
work within Him, which was to Him 
the will of God.” 

Faith In Christ then is, as Sabatier 
has expressed it, “Faith in 
means the living over again, within 
ourselves, the inner spiritual life of 
Christ to feel the presence of the 
Eternal Father, and the reality ofour 
filial relation to Him. Just as Jesus 
felt in Himself the Father's presence 
and Tis filial relation to Him.’ 

This then is the basis upon which 
the commandment of our text is giv- 
en tous. We cannot receive it unless 
we share His nature. We could not 
carry out its requirements unless we 
are like Him in our attitude toward 
God and man; unless we are Christ- 
like in character, in thought, feeling 
and purpose. 

We must interpret its meaning in 
the light of Jesus’ character. His ac- 
tions and His words. The most strik- 
ing feature in the character of Jesus 
was His absolute constant obedience 
to what He knew was the will of God, 
and growing out of this His reverence 
and love for mankind, even the least 
of human kind. Jesus was interested 
in. people, in those who are leaders 
and not less in those who are follow- 
ers. We are learning the divinity OF 
man through the revelation of Jesus 
Christ. This is not mere sentiment. 
There is a challenge in the words of 
Jesus: an ideal to be realized; astan- 
dard to be lived up to; a life to be 
attained. And the price we shall 
have to pay Is the surrender of our- 
selves to His will. His words are not 
a suggestion which we may disregard \ 
at our. pleasure, but a command 
which we ignore at our peril.

Do we reverence the per- 
sonality of others to such an extent 
that the service of mankind ts the

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The Aftermath of Action 
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RISING FROM THE RUINS 


The shock of war devastated the 
beautiful fields of France and Bel- 
gium, bringing desolation to many 
homes, and destroying in most places 
the industries. Not only was it the 
Germans’ quest to impoverish the 
people. but all this destruction was 
wrought to demoralize them as well. 
In this we see the sign today of Ger- 
many’s failure. They might dest:oy 
the property of these neonie, but no 


German ingenuity could destroy the 
intense love for industry that the 
people of France and Belgium pos- 


sess. The Germans might dynamite 
the subsoil of France, but conld not 
destroy the love in the hearts of the 
French for the beautiful. The Ger- 
mans might destroy the houses of the 
French and leave them to rack and 
ruin, but they could not kill the love 
for home within the hearts of both 
French and Belgians. Hence we see 
that with this abiding passion. still 
within their souls, the French and Bel- 
gians are building anew the countries 
they love so dearly. Men and women, 
rich and poor, farmers and laborers, 
poets and peasants, have all come 
back, back to the land, back to home, 
and have begun to plow, plant, pro- 
duce and build with a great industrial 
desire to restore and re-create. 

They are rising above the ruins in 
the every-day toil of re-construction 
because of that resistless passion for 
industry and that imperishable love 
for home. They toil and struggle 
and strive and keep on building, and 
the way in which they have worked 
and tojied and built together is sub- 
limely significant in democratic re- 
construction. Other countries have 
talked about this thing a great deal— 
democratic re-construction—that is, 
the obliteration of artificial distinc- 
tions, the permanent conquest of pet- 
tiness and self-seeking, the brother-

hood and devotion of the common 
welfare, etc., etc., etc., and alas, most 
of it is mere mockery to our eternal 
shame. It is easy to be democratic 
in the face of a common peril, but not 
.at all easy to share with such simple 
‘humanity in the every-day toil of re- 
construction. Yet this is just what 
France and Belgium have learnt to 
|do, and without much talking, too. 

It is a long, hard task, and not 
‘nearly ‘finished, but it was started 
magnificently, and has proceeded mir- 
jaculously. How they hurried back 
‘after the armistice had been signed 
to clear away the ruins and what 
privations they bore, living in cellars 
and abandoned dugouts, ere’ they 
could start the huts of wood and brick 
and iron. They suffered anything so 
that they might be home in the coun- 
try that they loved above all else. 
It is the triumph of the indomitable 
spirit of man over the material things 
of life. They re-builded, re-created, 
re-constructed, in hardship and pati- 
ence in the minute conquest of infini- 
tesimal detail of that work that cap- 
tured the heart and made. the soul 


more than conquerer. They set up 
new machinery and ploughed the 
shattered land; the soil they loved 


so well, and rebuilt their homes in so 
great a spirit of energy that the rec-’ 
ord of tTesults almost takes one’s 
breath away. Aristocrats, artisans, 
workers, all animated by precisely 
the same spirit, working together in! 
precisely the same way; there are no! 
upper classes working with lower | 
classes there. No! none stooping to | 
unusual condescensions—nobthing of 
the sort; all have suffered together 
and now feel they must rebuild to- 
gether. You may call it what you 
will, but it is—brotherhood; and in 
this spirit of toiling and working will. 
they rise from the ruins of that ruth- 
less devastation and reconstruct, re- 
build, and recreate triumphantly to- 
gether.

“ON HAVING OPINIONS. 
eas 

It is one of the encouraging facts 
of the times that a great many peo- 
ple are hesitating to eypress opinions. 
They are stopping long enough, at 
any rate, to think first. 

To be sure, it is a good thing to 
have opinions. People who do _ not 
have opinions are insipid, flat, and very 
nearly useless. “It is better to emit 
a scream in the shape of a_ theory 
than to be entirely insensible to the 
jars and incongruities of life and 
take everything as it comes in a for- 
Jorn stupidity,” said Robert Louis 
Stevenson. ° 

Nevertheless the screaming may be 
too frequent and too loud.” There has 
been a deal of it since the time of R. 
L. Stevenson, and even he would per- 
haps touch the matter cautiously were 
he writing now. For opinions too 
noisily expressed are an _ offence, 
and under certain. conditions, a theory 
may become a nuisance. 

It {s a wise man who in these 
days thinks before he talks. There 
was never a time when quiet think- 
ing was so necessary or so desirable. 
And there was never a time when 
unthinking action, hasty judgments, 
and superficial opinions were less 
safe. Because the way is admitted- 
ly obscure and strewn with perplexi- 
ties, one instinctively discounts the 
man who says too much about it 
or claims to have found it too easily. 

The screaming theorist is still with 
us. He has ready views upon the 
social order, religion, law, politics, 
and declaims them, as he has always 
done. But while this is so, it also is 
a fact that a good many others are 
withholding judgment, or at least are 
taking time to consider. That is the 
encouraging thing. Whatever else 
the times may be breeding, they are 
by their very uncertainty inviting a 
thoughtfulnes which does not assert 
itself unduly. 

“Every mon has a right to his own 
opinions,’’ my neighbor tells me. Quite 
true; but like his ‘other personal pos: 
sessions they are to be shared With 
his fellows with decent reserve. 

Let us by all means have opinions, 
but let them be reasoned opinions. 
There is need'of them, as never be- 
fore, and material out of which “to 
make them. But it is not a time for 
thinking people to emit screams. 
Rather it is a time to weigh things 
and in the secret as well as in the 
public places to evolve theories, clear,
